BANK  OF  ENGLAND  COUNTERSTAMPED  COINS 

In  the  later  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  England  was  suffering  for  the 
lack  of  silver  coins  as  none  except  the  four  pence  had  been  struck  for  some 
years.  There  was  on  band  however,  large  quantities  of  Spanish  and  Spanish 
American  silver  coins.  In  1797  it  was  determined  to  counterstamp  these  coins 
with  the  head  of  King  George  III  in  a deep  oval.  For  this  purpose  the  Gold- 
smith’s Hall  stamp  was  used.  In  the  rush  to  get  these  coins  into  circulation 
2,325,099  dollars  were  so  counterstamped.  However  many  of  the  silver  coins 
were  stamped  by  individuals  to  such  an  extent  that  the  Bank  of  England  was 
forced  to  call  in  all  the  OVAL  COUNTERSTAMP  coins  which  would  no 
longer  be  current  after  October  31,  1797.  Never-the-less,  this  oval  stamp 
was  again  used  in  January  1803.  In  1804  it  was  determined  to  use  a larger 
stamp  and  the  head  of  George  III  IN  AN  OCTAGON  was  adopted.  For  full 
details  see  Davis-Gibbs.

\\  hen  the  British  under  General  Campbell  seized  the  Islands  head- 
quarters were  established  on  the  Island  of  ZACYNTHOS  (Now  Zante) 
there  was  an  army  of  some  11,000.  While  there  was  an  abundance  of  large 
silver  and  gold  coins  there  was  very  little  small  silver.  Small  silver,  mostly 
worn  coins  of  the  Two  Sicilies  were  first  counterstamped  with  the  values 
“25”  “30”  “50”  and  "60”.  Since  these  numerals  were  easily  counterfeited 
General  Campbell  had  punches  prepared  bearing  the  head  of  King  George
